NOTICE 


Field Day will be on the weekend of the 22nd and 
23rd of June, 1991. Setup will begin at 1800 UTC 
Friday, 21 June. Start of operating will occur at 1800 
UTC Saturday, 22 June. Cessation of operating will 
occur at 1800 UTC Sunday, 23 June. 

The site of Field Day will be the NCNG Camp 
Butner Training Facility, four miles NW of Creed- 
more. Both the QRO and the QRP operations will 
utilize this facility. (There will be a talk-in on '64 for 
those needing help finding it.) QRO operation will be 
spatially separated from QRP operation by approxi- 
mately 3/4 mile. RARS will operate approximately 5 
QRO stations and 5 QRP stations. Bands ranging from 
80-6 meters and modes of CW, SSB, and perhaps even 
satellite will be used. All you “late-nite-owls” who 
haunt the bands in the “wee small hours” are IN- 
VITED to play a little late-nite operating, not with 
David Letterman, but with RARS 1991 Field Day! All 
you “new fangled folks” itchin’ to get yer feet wet in 
ham radio are INVITED to participate as loggers, help- 
ers, and students of the art. In the 24 hours of Field 
Day, you can learn more practical radio than you ever 
thought possible — from antenna radiation angles to 
zepp feeders, and MORE! 

A pot-luck picnic will be held the afternoon of 22 
June. We have been advised that alcoholic beverages 
are not permitted on government premises. 

Due to facilities operational cost, the NCNG will 
charge $1.00 per person per day for use of the facili- 
ties. We interpret this to mean that those persons who 


stay and operate Field Day will be assessed the $1.00 
fee. Those persons temporarily there for setup/tear- 
down, ferrying of supplies and meals, and cleanup 
will NOT be assessed the fee. Visitors such as the 
general public and the media, if any, will NOT be 
assessed the fee. All persons operating Field Day 
will be asked to register in the Field Day log, for 
purposes of verification of numbers of attendees. Due 
to the gift of a supporter of RARS, the cost of the 
facilities charge will be underwritten. 

ALL RARS members are encouraged to partici- 
pate in the Field Day operation, ESPECIALLY the 
many new RARS members whose numbers have filled 
out the roster over the past few years. Old Timers 
and Neophytes alike can partake of the bountiful ham 
activities in operating, setting-up/tear-down, logging, 
and general assistance during Field Day. It IS a very 
rewarding learning experience for those new to 
hamdom, and GREAT fun for the Old Timers!

17 APR 91 Meeting

The regular monthly meeting of the RARS Board was held at 
7:05 PM. Present were the following members of the Board; 
WA4MJF, AA4MY, K4HF, WA4PEN, KC4AQB, WI1HZQ, 
N4HQZ, N4BYO, NA4G, KB4MDZ, and N4IQA. 

V-P KC4AQB called the meeting to order. The minutes of the 
last Board meeting were approved as submitted. 

N4BYO (arriving late) took the chair. 

The RARSfest report stated that about 150 members helped with 
the fest. No tables were lost this year. There were 245 persons at the 
social, and of that figure, 112 were guests. WIHZQ stated that 
AB4DQ had done an outstanding job with the hamfest. Surveys 
showed that most of the attendees were from North Carolina. 

A letter received from member N4UOD was discussed by the 
Board. The letter expressed concem that the “inner workings” of the 
club were not made available to the club. NA4G moved (second by 
N4IQA) that there be placed in the Exciter an edited version of the 
Board minutes each month. This passed by a vote of 6 to 2.

The check was 
given to N4BYO to be given to KN4DT. 

It was decided that new members of the speed dial group would 
pay $7.00. There will be no on-going fee for the speed-dial users. 

There are no nominations yet for ’92 Field Day and '92 
RARSfest Chairpersons. 

There were discussions on the budget for FY-92, and much 
mark-up was done. N4IQA will bring back the revised budget for 
final approval at the May Board meeting. (Copies of the budget may 
be had from N4IQA for a 6x9 envelope w/ 3 units of postage.) 

There being no further business, the meeting adjoumed at 11:25 
PM.

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New ’64 Repeater 
Antenna Installed 


The new antenna for the RARS 146:64 repeater 
was installed at the Bayleaf repeater site on April 27, 
and seems to be operating very well. Removal of the 
old antenna and installation of the new one took a few 
hours more than was expected, but was accomplished 
with no serious problems. 

Climbing the tower this time were Alan AB4OZ, 
and Paul NOOT, along with Sam Wickline, an em- 
ployee of Mobile Communications Service, the com- 
pany hired to help us with the installation. The ground 
crew included Woody KJ4SO, Chuk KB4MDZ, Glen 
WA4LHE, Frank KA2FWC, Rick, KA3PSK, and 
Harvey Harris, another Mobile Communications em- 
ployee. Paul, N2HJK, shot still photographs of the 
operation, and Gary KN4AQ shot videotape. Both 
antennas, new and old, are DB Products model 224’s, 
consisting of four folded dipole elements. Each ele- 
ment faces a different direction, giving the antenna an 
omnidirectional pattern and 6dB gain. The antenna 
sits at the very top of a 400 foot tower, on high terrain 
near the intersection of Strickland and Six Forks roads 
at the northern city limits. 


The old antenna had been in trouble for a while. 
Last summer, crackling noise began masking some 
signals, but the symptoms were confused with another 
problem of spurs in the transmitter. In September, 
AB4QOZ and KN4AQ climbed the tower and discov- 
ered serious noise being generated by minor vibration 
of connectors and the antenna elements themselves. 
We knew then it needed replacement. 

In December, Pete W8DTD, donated the new 
antenna. A work party removed it from his roof and 
installed his new antennas for him — an excellent 
deal for all parties! It took a while to get the new 
antenna bracket ready, and to get people, parts and 
good weather all together in the same place. Mean- 
while we limped along on the deteriorating old an- 
tenna. 

Most of the time it worked OK, but often enough 
the crackling noise would cover up all but the strong- 
est signals. KJ4SO reports that the weather sealing 
insulation had stopped insulating some time ago, leav- 
ing the connections vulnerable to moisture and air, 
and that an in-line connector was in bad shape. 

The new antenna seems to be working very well. 
The repeater has been free of mysterious crackles, 
bleeps and burps (there have been a few man-made 
noises we can’t blame on the antenna). Coverage in 
most areas is modestly improved, and we have been 
able to increase squelch sensitivity, allowing weaker 
signals to hold the repeater open. Hand-held and 
mobile signals don’t chop as much. Our congratula- 
tions and thanks to all who assisted in the antenna 


project. Another job well done!

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A Golden Opportunity 


An Editorial by AA4MY 


The June RARS meeting will be a special one, 
indeed. On the floor will be a motion to fund the 
RARS DX PacketCluster SIG with $3,400, for the 
purpose of establishing North Carolina’s FIRST DX 
PacketCluster Node. 

(In case you’ve somehow managed to miss one of 
NOOT’s many talks & presentations, this PacketCluster 
is a network of packet radio stations, operating through- 
out the Southeast on 2 meters, passing information on 
where DX stations are on the HF (& VHF) bands. All 
the stations are tied via packet radio to a “local” node 
[which is computer controlled]. The computer con- 
trolled nodes are also connected via packet, forming 
the cluster. A ham in KY or GA spots some exotic 
DX ... a few clicks on his keyboard, and every station 
connected to the cluster is almost instantly informed, 
and now knows where to look. 

For us in North Carolina, our “local node”’ is 
either in South Carolina or Virginia — a situation we 
can, and need to change! There is no magic in packet 
radio. To obtain error free accuracy with long paths & 
weak signals, the packets are repeated over and over 
again. Keep trying till you get it right. The result: 
many retries — slower “response time.” What the 
Raleigh node will do is allow all the local stations to 
work “thru” it, rather than from a node 100 or 150 
miles distant.) 

Now $3,400 is a large chunk of money — one of 
the largest requests for appropriation that has ever 
come along (as far as I can remember, at least). Why 
should we do it?? There are many various reasons, 
and in no particular order, I’ll present a few: 

Whenever there is a proposal to make additions 
or improvements to the RARS VHF/UHF repeaters, 
there’s always a chorus of “... we never do anything 
for the HF enthusiasts in the club.” Well, this pro- 
posal will benefit our HF ops. The PacketCluster is to 
the HF op, what a repeater is to a VHF/UHF enthusi- 
ast. The ‘Cluster is a tool, which makes operating 
much more fun and satisfying, but it's also a lot more. 

While primarily used for DX spotting, the system 
can be turned into an emergency communications 
network almost instantaneously. Think of it: hun- 


dreds of ham stations, across 6 states, all linked with 
an ERROR FREE digital communications network. 
Could something like that be considered a “public 
service" in an emergency? Without a doubt. 

The cluster combines VHF, packet, HF, and com- 
puters together into an integrated network. What 
other special interest in Amateur Radio links so many 
diversified technologies?? We all can learn some- 
thing, as this certainly is the “leading edge” of ama- 
teur radio. 

Thirty four states have active PacketClusters in 
operation. North Carolina does NOT. RARS touts 
itself as the “premier radio club in North Carolina.” 
We have the opportunity to show our commitment to 
the "leading edge” technology in NC. 

While there's no guarantee of increased member- 
ship, having (the capability) of over one hundred local 
HF stations connected to "RARS - W4DW" certainly 
won't hurt our image in the NC amateur community. 

Over $3,000 has already been raised & invested 
by area hams to form a packet link into existing nodes 
(SC or VA). The additional $3,400 is to purchase the 
additional radio equipment and a computer system 
necessary to make the Raleigh node a reality. The 
Wake Digital Communications Group (WDCG) has 
already expressed it's willingness to assist in estab- 
lishing the packet links necessary for our node. The 
leg-work has all been done -- WE CAN DO IT!! 

Now on the flip side of the coin, this expenditure 
was not in RARS' "5 year plan." Sorry, but I don't see 
this a a valid reason to NOT consider this request. 
Some opportunities don't wait to be included in a plan. 

And then some of our fiscal conservatives say we 
need to keep our money in savings. Heck, we make 
more money each year in interest than some other 
club's operate on. And just WHAT are we saving for? 
The banks probably won't care -- but I'm not con- 
cerned about them. RARS is a club --- a NON- 
PROFIT club that's supposed to be of benefit to it's 
members and the community, not the banks. That 
issue aside, the figure requested is roughly 1/Sth of 
our current savings! Financial ruin? Hardly. But 
how many other area clubs are in the position to 
undertake this?? 

In summation, let’s prove our commitment to 
our members and the community — let's put Raleigh 
“on the map” by connecting to this "state of the art" 
amateur network. 4

How to Handle 
“Rest Stop Randy” 


Repeater operation here in the Triangle is blessed 
with an absolute minimum of malicious interference. 
No burps, no jamming, no interrupted autopatch calls 
to speak of on a regular basis. That may explain why 
some of us get really upset when someone like “Road 
Apple... er, Rest Stop Randy” shows up. 

For those who didn’t hear the episode, “Rest Stop 
Randy” is the “handle” of a guy who apparently trav- 
els the state trying to stir up hams by taunting them 
with sexually suggestive language on repeaters. He 
does not use a callsign, so his operation is blatantly 
illegal, not just controversial. He popped up on .64 
for the first time on Saturday, April 27, just as we 
were celebrating the installation of the new repeater 
antenna. He infects Charlotte repeaters regularly, I’m 
told. The question is, what do we do about him and 
others like him? And the answer is... IGNORE HIM. 

That is the “Conventional Wisdom” of repeater 
councils and clubs across the country. The psychol- 
ogy is simple. “Randy” and others like him want to 
play to an audience. If nobody reacts to them, they 
quickly tire of their game and go away. Butif they get 
a response — hams threatening them, returning the 
taunts, expressing their anger and outrage — they 
stay. Direction Finding efforts are also a solution, but 
unless you are really lucky, they are an incredible 
amount of work, especially trying to catch a mobile 
station. DFing is the cure for a persistent, intractable 
interference problem. 

Handling the legitimate hams who are goaded 
into an on-the-air response to the “Randys”’ is the 
really delicate problem. I suggest RARS adopt a 


policy of recommending that repeater users completely 
ignore the efforts of “bootleg” operators. If repeater 
users do begin responding on-the-air, I suggest a re- 
sponsible operator break in and say “RARS requests 
that you ignore this illegal operation, and that you 
don’t react to it on-the-air.” And that’s all — no 
debate. If that doesn’t work, there’s nothing anyone 
can say that will work. When I lived in Chicago, 
repeaters were a lot of fun and very usable. But illegal 
operation was a weekly, sometimes daily occurrence. 
This procedure worked reasonably well. The control 
operators turned the repeater off only when the illegal 
station succeeded in dragging legitimate users into an 
angry dialog. 

Raleigh is, by comparison, a garden of Eden of 
repeater operation. When the rare problem does oc- 
cur, let’s keep our angry reaction off the air, and let 
the sad misfit be disappointed that he or she couldn’t 


stir up the trouble they were looking for.

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Antennas Mexican Style

I was several weeks with a license in hand, but no 
radio. Finally my Kenwood TS-430-S arrived. Then I 
went into action to build my antennas. Why not get 
set ahead of time? It would have been an expensive 
exercise if my transceiver had not made it through. 

In Mexico, expense is measured not only in money, 
but in time and effort. From time to time people 
inquired: how much vacation time did I have left to do 
this stuff? Then, hearing the answer, they would 
invariably say “Maybe it is not worth it.” To do 
almost anything takes more time and effort than I am 
accustomed to. Finding antenna materials is a case I 
point. 

Enrique, XE1GQ, (president of the Federation 
Mexicana de Radioexperimentadores) told me that 
almost everything that I would need could be found in 
Mexico City on the street Republic de El Salvador. 
This is in the Historic Center district and is lined with 
many, many electronic parts stores and kiosks. There 
is a heavy concentration on parts (of ALL kinds) for 
fixing TV sets. What we would trash, is repaired in 
Mexico. Some vendors specialize just in certain gear 
parts for tuners, standing in a narrow kiosk that just 
accomodates one person. 

My driving skills are now well in tune with the 
demands of the Mexican system. I have become 
familiar enough with Mexico City that I don’t get 
really lost (and you can fit a lot of streets into a city 20 
miles in diameter). So to Republic de El Salvador I 
adventured several times. 

I only needed wire, insulators, twinlead, coax, 
connectors, solder and soldering gun. In Mexico a 
store displays ALL of the parts that they sell: if you 
don’t see it, they don’t have it. So I hunted and asked 
prices (in very rudimentary Spanish). I found local 
RG-8 of good quality and good price: $0.70/ft. The 
#12 stranded, insulated house wire was $0.10/ft. A 
local 130 W soldering gun with a fair tip: $10 (Well- 
ers were going for $35). The solder appears to have 
very high tin content: cheap and very easy to make a 
cold joint because it does not flow [but I have found 
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good 60/40 solder now]. The plastic insulation of the 
coaxial connectors melted immediately — just like 
the Radio Shack stuff. 

Finding insulators was symbolic of the struggle: I 
saw them no where. One kind person wrote the words 
in Spanish to help my inquiries. I was directed to try a 
certain other street specializing in house wiring sup- 
plies No luck. Finally I wised up: I bought beautiful 
porcelain knife switches for $2 each. For end insula- 
tors I bought molded plastic pot brushes. 

Now to shift gears. I needed to make a hole in the 
wall here to bring the transmission line through. 
Whatever the brick is made of, it is like steel. And the 
mortar is made WITHOUT sand. I broke several 
concrete drill bits (American and Mexican) before 
completing two bore holes. To finish the 1 inch by 1/ 
4 inch by 8 inch deep passage I had to resort to a cold 
chisel. Well, the space between the bricks would not 
accommodate RG-8. There is plenty of cable TV type 
RG-59 available, but no copper braid RG-S8 or -59. 
So I decided to use 300 ohm TV twinlead instead. No, 
no ... transmitting twinlead might exist somewhere, 
but I was just to exhausted to search for it (diminish- 
ing returns and all that). The twinlead works just fine 
(necessity opened my eyes to that). 

And the last items acquired were a car battery and 
heavy jumper cables to power the rig. I bought a 
Mexican Die Hard from the Sears store in Satellite 
City for $70. A friend lent me a 10 amp charger 
which saved me another $100 dollars (yeah...$100). 
The #6 stranded cable jumpers were $30. 

I have 10 meter and 20 meter dipoles at 30 feet 
and a 40 meter Zepp (end fed) at 35 feet. The Zepp is 
great on 15. There will be a MAKING ANTENNAS 
PLAY article describing this last antenna. 

Now I can visualize what Third World hams go 
through to get on the air. It takes patience and a lot of 
improvisation to pull it all together. Try to remember 
this as you listen to DX stations that have poor quality 
signals, or are weak or don’t seem to know what is 
going on. Their struggle is often great because they 
have so little at their fingertips. Putting any signal out 
at all may require a heroic effort. 

I’m on the air daily now. I check into DX nets 
and the Century Club as DX, of course. I am talking 
regularly to Bruce N4UOD in Raleigh and to George 
K1ANX in Massachusetts. I’m a bit surprised at the 


number of U.S. stations that can’t get my call right. 
There is something about the “XE1/’ preceding the 
AB4EL that throws allot of people. They come back 
“XE something ... what was the rest?? ... you’re 59.” 
Then they insist on calling me ““AB4EL portable XE”. 
The trouble is: my MEXICAN callsign is KE1/AB4EL. 


That’s what it says on my license. I wouldn’t rear-

On the Air from Japan

Well gang, here is my first article from Japan 
(and hopefully not the last, I guess all of you will tell 
Vince whether or not to accept any more email from 
me!) to let those of you interested in knowing what 
it’s like over here in Tokyo and On The Air. 

The current station configuration is my old half- 
size GSRV being fed with about 130' of RG-8X witha 
Yaesu FT-1000D cooking it all. I know, I know, it’s a 
bit of overkill for a GSRV but in the interim, “ya duz 
whatcha gotz ta duz” to get on the air, right? 

So, what’s the city like and how are the bands 
over here? 

In Tokyo, IT’S CROWDED! On The Air, IT’S 
CROWDED on SSB and 40m CW. The WARC bands 
don’t seem to see much action right here but, I’m only 
using my GSRV right now, so they may be and I just 
can’t hear em! We seem to have a lot of action on 
40m, 20m, 15m and 10m. So so on 12m and 17m 
(except for some pretty good DX into Western Europe 
at times on 18.077-080 CW) and almost nothing on 
30m. Some on 80m phone but my Japanese is not 
quite up to that yet, and I have heard absolutely noth- 
ing on 160m and that probably IS due to the antenna 
I’m using. As far as the high band stuff goes, 2m is 
not frequented by “serious” amateurs here in Japan 
(according to local ham friends). It is mainly the 
haven of the uneducated and the notorious “JA Jam- 
mers”. What?!? You haven’t heard of them?? Well, 
neither had I but let me enlighten you a bit. On 2m, 
and a goodly amount of 430Mhz for that matter, there 
is an individual (they seem more like an organized 
group) of people that live merely to cause interference 
to, and stress upon, the general ham population of 
Tokyo. I’ve asked friends and even representatives of 


range someone’s US callsign to suit myself, They 
wouldn’t like it and neither would the FCC. 

Operating a Mexican station is enjoyable and a 
new perspective for me. Now I understand why Ron 
AA4VK runs off every chance he gets and plays at 
being DX. You should try it, too! 
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the JARL, why is this allowed to continue? The gen- 
eral response is one of apathy and the belief that it is 
their perogative to dishonor themselves in this man- 
ner. Also, according to a friend of someone at the 
JARL, they [JARL] estimate that there may be over 
100,000 illegally operating VHF/UHF transmitters 
in Tokyo alone. Ouch! He also eluded to the fact that 
if the Ministry of Telecommunications was to go after 
these people, they think it would drive many of them 
to HF and then we would all be in trouble. So, we live 
with it and QSY when we have to. As a result, I 
haven’t used 2m more than once or twice, pretty much 
just to see if it works. Also, there are no 2m repeaters 
in JA to work anyway! Now, 430 Mhz on the other 
hand is extremely active with packet, repeaters all 
over the place, and nets. The Japanese are also heav- 
ily involved in 1.2 Ghz and above. They really seem 
to like the high band stuff, especially mobile. So, I 
may have to look for some “packet toys” when we 
cruise over to Hong Kong in May. Rumor has it that 
the club (TIARA) packet BBS here can now forward. 
The call is 7J1 AAA in Tokyo. 

Mobile here infers anything that is not at home or 
just too big to carry. Walking, bicycling, motorcy- 
cling, car driving, boating, scooters, mopeds, etc. I 
have seen a few, very unusual rig and antenna setups 
here. A friend has a Toyota with 430Mhz, 1.2Ghz, 
AM/FM/CD/Tape/SW, TV and even a scanner. The 
notable thing about all of this is that except for the 430 
and 1.2 transceivers, all of it is built right into the dash 
at the factory! The CD/TV combination is great. He 
asked me my address in Shiroganedai and then popped 
a CD into the player. Up on the screen came a map of 
Japan with soft keys on the screen. He touched one 
for Tokyo and instantly the screen showed a map of 
all of Tokyo. Then he narrowed it further to the ward 
I live in, next came the ken or suburb and finally down 
to the block and street I live on. The building showed 
up with information of when it was built and the 
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approximate size of it. Once he got the building, he 
touched a series of the soft keys and up came a slightly 
bigger map with his home area in one color, mine in 
another, and the routes/route numbers / roads / etc. 
marked in different colors based on statistical traffic 
patterns for the day of the week and the time of day. 
Needless to say I was more than a bit impressed that 
this was available to him while driving. I was also 
concerned that a driver may be watching TV while 
driving because the TV is also capable of reception of 
the standard broadcast band here in Japan. 

So, I guess the gist of all this is, do the Japanese 
like toys as much as we do? YOU BETCHA! I think 
they have taken the art of “toys for bigger boys” to an 
excellent extreme.

ing as the pilot light on the TNC. I waited. Nothing. 
Maybe if I typed something on the keyboard. “Hello 
— anyone home?” Nothing. 

Fortunately, George is a patient person. “What 
kind of RS-232 cable are you using?” 

RS-232? What kind of language is that? Must be 
some other packeteeze that I needed to learn. I tried 
to fake it, but George was too wise. “Run by the 
Radio Shack and pick up a couple of DB-25’s. We'll 
build you a cable.” 

Lucky for me the man at Radio Shack knew what 
a DB-25 was (I wonder if he had to pass a test to work 
there?!?). But I didn’t know what gender I needed. 
Fifteen minutes I arrived again at George’s QTH, 
equipped with 2 males, and 2 females. I hoped that 
was enough. In short order we had the cable built. 

‘How are you hooking the TNC to the radio?”’, 
George inquired. From my blank stare, he learned 
that I wasn’t hooking the radio to the TNC. I just sorta 
assumed the radio would know what to do by itself. 

“Took Mike, why don’t you go back home, get 
the TNC, the radio, and the terminal and bring them 
all back over here. We’ll get everything working, and 
then you can take it all home.” 

Obviously, it was such a simple plan, I should 
have thought of it before. Even if it meant that I’d 
have to admit that I had no idea of what I was doing. 
But then, I certainly hadn’t fooled George. 

During the next two hours, I found out what packet 
really was, and to my surprise, how easy it was to 
understand. 


What you need, I’ve already mentioned: a radio (I 
use an old beat up HT), a terminal (between hamfests, 
and stuff people have laying around, a terminal is easy 
to find as is affordable — but if you already have a 
computer, you’re in FAT city!), and a TNC (which 
you usually have to buy, but is not THAT expensive). 

RS-232, for the uninitiated, is more or less a 
description of the cable that goes between the termi- 
nal and the TNC. All the terminal (or computer) does 
is provide the interface between the operator and the 
TNC. The operator types in the commands to the 
TNC, and the TNC tells the operator how dumb he is. 
Even now, about half the commands I type in are 
responded to by “?WHAT?”, which I interpreted as 
meaning “Look, dopey, you’ve screwed up another 
command. You wanna try it again? And this time, 
get it RIGHT, okay?” 

The TNC needs three connections to the radio: a 
cable to the microphone input, a cable to the earphone 
Output, and some way to key the transmitter’s PTT 
(push to talk) line. The PTT is pretty straightforward 
on most 2 meter transceivers — but can be tricky on 
others. Most TNC manuals show hook-ups for the 
odd-balls. Connect an antenna to the transceiver, and 
you're there. 

Proudly, I took everything home, plugged it all 
in, and for several more hours, I watched strange 
writings scroll across the screen. I went all evening 
without ever working up the courage to try talking to 
someone. 

The next day at work, I proudly tried to talk 
packet with W4SMQ. Bad move. He started talking 
stuff like “connects” and “disconnects” and “converse 
mode”. More “packeteeze”. But the lessons my ego 
learned last night were not for naught. 

“Ron,” I asked sadly, “what are you babbling 
about?” Ron, like George, is apparently used to deal- 
ing with the terminally retarded. He patiently ex- 
plained the simplest parts of making packet QSO’s. 

When you connect to someone else’s station, there 
is no real connection. Your TNC makes a deal with 
his TNC. They agree to listen to messages from each 
other, and ignore everyone else. So when I type 
“CONNECT AA4FC”, I am saying, “TNC, how about 
seeing if you and AA4FC’s TNC can agree to talk to 
each other and no one else.” Then my TNC and 
AA4FC’s negotiate over the air for a few seconds. If 


they can agree, and most of the time they do, then I 
receive a message that says, “**CONNECTED TO 
AA4FC**”’, 

Now George and I can converse from our key- 
boards as long as we want to. All I see on my screen is 
what George types; all George sees is what I type. 
When we finish talking, one of us gets his TNC into 
the “command mode” by pressing the Control key and 
the C key. Then he types “DISCONNECT”. 

The two TNCs have a discussion of the matter, 
and agree to cease their monogamous relationship, 
and then start looking at other station’s messages. 
The process is reminiscent of several marriages I know 
of. The TNC prints “DISCONNECTED” on the screen, 
and the QSO is over. 

There are, of course, a few details that have been 
left out in this discussion. In future months I intend to 
figure out what the TNC is really doing, what the 
BBS’s_ really do, how to send messages long dis- 
tances, and if there are any more things I can get my 
TNC to do. When and if I ever get any of that figured 
out, I'll let you’ know.
